Bat, whilst we hopa to see these questions given dueand 
proper attention, we do trust that the most pressing problem of the 
mousnt—that of house rentals—will be given emphasis by the 
Uneflicial members of the Council. First things first, should be the 
motto of our legislators, and we scarcely think thst anyone will 
dispute the assertion that, next to the need of more housés, this rent 
Qestion demands predominance over every other. We. in common 
with the other papers, have pegged away in season and out on this 
matter, and our excuse for again reverting to it is that the evil has 
becomes more pronounced than ever and merits immediste action of 
an ameliorative character. . ; . : 
In the Old Couutry, although the war has beon over for some 
three years, house rentals are still controlled. . Here, where rentals 
are. bigher than they have ever been before. there is nothing 
whatever to prevent a landlord from charging what figure he 
chdoses. He knows thatthe demand for honses still far exceeds 
the supply—witners the “waiting lists” in most estate compapy 
~offiees—and he can count onold and new property being sn 


rental. It is true that there is considerable building activity going 
on in various parts of the Colony, but-almost without exception new 
- houses and flats are “booked up™ long before they are ready for 
eccupstion.
